Message from the Governor by Mr. Watkins Phelan: 

Gentlemen of the Senate 

and House of Representatives : 

The Constitution provides that the Governor “shall, from 
time to time, give to the General Assembly information of the 
state of the Government, and recommend to their consideration 
such measures as he may deem expedient.” 

Before proceeding to the discharge of this duty, I must con¬ 
gratulate you on the favorable auspices under which you have 
assembled. A beneficent Providence has smiled upon our State 
for the two last years. The people have been exempt from pes¬ 
tilence and famine, and blessed with two abundant harvests; and 
general prosperity prevails in every branch of business through¬ 
out our great State. You have met, then, under circumstances 
calculated to contribute greatly to sound and practical legisla¬ 
tion. You have no financial panic, commercial pressure, or 
undue excitement, upon any subject, calculated to disturb your 
deliberations. You may, therefore, reasonably expect that your 
session will be short, your labors pleasant and beneficial to the 
State. 

It will be my pleasure, as well as duty, to co-operate with you 
in all matters of legislation, calculated to promote the public 
interests. 


FINANCES. 

By reference to the report of the Treasurer, it will be seen 
that on the 30th of September, 1859, there remained in the 
treasury, after making all the disbursements required by law, 
and after burning the bills of the State Bank and Branches, as 
required by an act of the last Legislature, six hundred and 
thirty one thousand, six hundred and seventy-nine dollars. 

The report shows that our State finances are in a healthy con¬ 
dition, and that with prudence and economy, we shall be able 
to discharge our indebtedness without an increase of taxes. 

The bonds of the State, now outstanding, amount to $3,482,- 
000 of which amount $1,964,000 will mature in May, 186S. 
It will be optionary with the State to pay, or extend these bonds 
at maturity. Not doubting that it is the true policy of Ala¬ 
bama. to free herself from all indebtedness on her outstanding 
bonds, at as early day as practicable, i recommend that the 
Legislature, at its present session, take the necessary steps to 
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provide means for their punctual payment as they become due. 
Upon an examination of the reports of the Controller and 
Treasurer, it appears that the present revenue laws, if undis¬ 
turbed, will produce a fund sufficient, in due time, to meet these 
payments. In this estimate, is included the amount now in the 
treasury, the North Carolina and Virginia bonds, and the debt 
that will be due from the Mobile and Ohio Rail Road Company. 
If it be the will of the present Legislature, that this debt should 
not be extended, provision must be made for its payment. It 
cannot, safely, be postponed for the action of the next Legis¬ 
lature. 

The propriety of reducing the taxes was, to some extent, dis¬ 
cussed during the late canvass It is to be hoped, that no effort 
for this purpose will be made. It is clear, that any material 
reduction of the revenue arising from taxation, or any large 
appropriations from the treasury for other purposes, will force 
upon the State the necessity of extending the debt referred to. 
After this debt is extinguished, a heavy reduction of taxes may, 
and should be made. 

For more accurate and specific information, on this subject, I 
refer you to the reports of those two faithful public officers, the 
Controller and Treasurer. 

STATE BANK AND BRANCHES. 

Under the authority of an act, approved February 6, 1853, 
an attorney was appointed by me, for the State Bank and each 
of the Branches. The aggregate amount paid into the treasury 
by them, was $36,749,23, on 80th September, 1859. 

The following sums were paid by the different banks:

The result shows, that there is no necessity for keeping up 
the present system of winding up the affairs of any of these 
banks, except the Branch at Mobile. From the amount collected 
and secured by Mr. H. B. Holcombe, the attorney for that Bank, 
and the information received from him, in regard to the remain¬ 
ing assets, I am of opinion, that the present law should be con¬ 
tinued as to that institution. The bad and doubtful debt, yet 
unsettled, is very large, and the attorney who has, for many 
years been connected with the Bank, first as Cashier, and after¬ 
wards as Commissioner under Mr. Lyon, and Mr. Whiting, in- 
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forms me that he is satisfied the State can realize more money 
from these debts, under the present law, than by a sale of the 
unsettled claims. His integrity, and his knowledge of the char¬ 
acter of the debtors to that institution, entitle his opinion to 
much weight. 

It is difficult to determine what is the best course to be pur¬ 
sued in regard to the remaining effects of the other Banks. 
The attorneys, with all their vigilance, and the stimulant of fifty 
per cent, commissions on the bad and doubtful debts, have 
collected but very small amounts. This may be taken as the 
highest evidence, that but little more can be realized from these 
claims. I doubt the policy of selling the unsatisfied judgments 
in favor of these banks, as it may originate much unprofitable 
litigation, and cause some good men to pay debts a second time. 
But as no better plan for making a final disposition of these 
effects, presents itself to my mind, I suggest that the unsatisfied 
claims of each of said banks, the Mobile Branch excepted, be 
sold in January, 1861, at public outcry, for cash, after giving 
three months notice of the time and place of sale. The sale of 
the assets of each bank should be made at the place of its loca¬ 
tion. The law should carefully protect the State from all costs 
and damages created in enforcing the collection of debts sold. 
It is further recommended, that such books of the banks, as it 
may be necessary to preserve, be transferred, after such sale, to 
the office of the Controller, for safe keeping and reference. 
Should the purchasers of claims desire transcripts from these 
books, the Controller should be authorized and required to give 
them, upon being paid by the applicant the usual fees for such 
services, and such transcripts properly certified, should be made 
evidence of the contents of the books. 

CENTRAL AND COMMERCIAL BANKS. 

The Central and Commercial Banks promptly and strictly 
compiled with the conditions imposed on them by the act legal¬ 
izing their suspension of specie payments, and resumed the pay¬ 
ment of specie on the 1st day of July, 1858. 

This act enabled them to do much for the relief of the pres¬ 
sure that then existed—by the extension of debts, and furnish¬ 
ing means to purchase the crop of cotton then in market. 
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EASTERN BANK OF ALABAMA. 

This institution after complying with all the prerequisites 
imposed by its charter, was authorized to commence banking, 
and is now in successful operation. It is to be hoped that the 
currency of this bank will entirely relieve the people in the 
South-East jrn counties of Alabama from the necessity of receiv¬ 
ing and circulating the notes of the banks of other States. So 
long as we have banks of our own, they should furnish the 
paper circulation of the State. Public policy demands it, and 
it is necessary lor the better security of our citizens. The legis¬ 
lation of the State should be such as to exclude, if possible, 
from circulation, the notes of foreign banks within her limits. 

JUDICIAR7. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly, the Hon. 
Samuel F. Rice, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, resigned 
his office, and the Hon. Richard W. Walker was appointed to 
fill the vacancy thus occasioned. He entered upon the discharge 
of his duties on the 26th day of January, 1859. It gives me 
pleasure to be able to say, that his appointment has given gen¬ 
eral satisfaction, and that he has shown himself to be an able 
and faithful judge. His commission expires at the close of the 
session of the Legislature. It, therefore, devolves upon you to 
elect a judge to fill the vacancy that will be then created. 

I deem it my duty to call your attention to the inadequacy of 
the salaries, of the Sureme and Circuit Court Judges and Chan¬ 
cellors. When the present salaries were fixed by law they were 
considered reasonable and just. Since that time most of the 
expenses to which the judges are compelled to submit, have 
greatly increased, without any diminution of their labors. The 
effect of this has been to drive from the Supreme and Circuit 
Court benches, some of our most able and faithful judges. 

Within a few years past Judges Dargon, Gibbons,^Chilton, 
Goldthwaite and Rice, of the Supreme Court, and Judges Pettus 
and Brooks, of the Circuit Court, have resigned their offices. 

Not a single judge is now upon the Supreme Court bench, 
who presided five years since. Permanency in that Court is 
much to be desired ; it is a court of the last resort, and its decis¬ 
ions are as much the laws of the land, a3 the statutes enacted 
by the Legislature. It finally settles the rights of persons and 
property in a large number of cases. It is therefore, of the 
highest importance, that their decisions should be overruled as 
seldom as possible. It is frequently better to submit to an erro- 
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neous decision, than to disturb settled principles. We cannot 
expect that their decisions will be as harmonious and consistent 
where such frequent changes are made in the Court, as if it 
were more permanent. These changes will continue so long as 
the salary, and the cost of living remain as they now are. The 
high and honorable character of the position induces men of 
the most profound legal attainments to seek it; but the immense 
amount of labor they have to perform, and the insufficiency of 
the salary force them in a short time to resign, and return to 
the practice where their labors are less onerous and better rewar¬ 
ded. It will be seen upon examination, that the Supreme 
Court of Alabama decides more cases than any Sunreme or 
Appeal Court in the Southern States. In view of the facts 
stated, I respectfully suggest, that the salaries of these judges be 
raised to four thousand dollars. Much of what has been said is 
applicable to our Circuit Court judges and chancellors. It is 
manifest that if the salary of two thousand dollars was not too 
much when it was fixed, it is not enough now, if we consider 
the great increase of their necessary expenses. No one can 
doubt that it is the duty of the State to secure and retain upon 
the Chancery and Circuit benches, lawyers of the highest integ¬ 
rity and legal attainments, for the better protection of persons 
and property. This can only be done by giving them reason¬ 
able salaries. Asa general rule, an attorney who cannot make 
more than two thousand dollars by his practice, is not very well 
qualified to discharge the duties of judge or chancellor. I intend, 
by this declaration, no reflection upon these courts, as now con¬ 
stituted, for I presume our chancellors and judges will compare 
favorably, with those of other States. But the facts show that 
they cannot be retained in office, unless they happen to be gen¬ 
tlemen who have other sources of income, or are without fami¬ 
lies. 

Alabama has an area of territory of more than fifty thousand 
square miles—has nine judges, and pays them an annual salary 
of two thousand dollars each, making in the aggregate, eighteen 
thousand dollars. The State of Georgia, containing but little 
more territory, has sixteen circuit court judges, and pays each 
an annual salary of $2,500, making in the aggregate $40,000. 
Louisiana with less territory, has eighteen circuit court judges, 
not including the city of New Orleans, and pays each an annual 
salary of $2,500, making in the aggregate $45,000. Tannessee 
with less territory, has fifteen circuit court judges, and pays 
each an annual salary of $2,000, making in the aggregate $30,- 
000. Mississippi with less territory, hasten circuit court judges, 
and pays each an annual salary of $2,500, making in the aggre- 
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gate $25,000. I have been thus particular, in referring to these 
States, because the character of the litigation is the same, and 
to show that each of them pay to their circuit judges in the 
aggregate much more than our own State. Their ability to pay 
reasonable salaries, or their interest in the courts is not greater 
than ours. I, therefore, recommend that the salaries of the 
Chancellors and Circuit Judges should be raised to three thous¬ 
and dollars. Should this be done, Alabama will then pay her 
Circuit Judges, annually, three thousand dollars less than Ten- 
nesse, thirteen thousand less than Georgia, and eighteen thous¬ 
and less than Louisiana. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

On the-day of-, 1858, Mr. William F. Perry, the 

Superintendent of Public Schools resigned his office, to take 
effect on the 1st day of September, 1858. Mr. Gabriel B. 
du Val was appointed to fill the vacancy, and on that day, enter¬ 
ed upon the discharge of his duties. The resignation of Mr. 
Perry was much to be regretted, as he was an able and faithful 
officer, and did much to advance and perfect our system of pub¬ 
lic schools. I consider the State fortunate in securing the ser¬ 
vices of Mr. du Yal. He is in every respect qualified for the 
position assigned him, and is a fit successor of Mr. Perry. 

For the present condition of the public schools, and the work¬ 
ing of the system, I refer you to his report. 

It is suggested that an effort will be made at your present 
session, to abolish the office of Superintendent, and require the 
duties of that officer to be performed by the Controller, upon 
the ground of economy. 

It occurs to me, that those who contemplate making this 
change have not maturely considered the subject. The educa¬ 
tion of the children of the State, is one of the rnostsacred duties 
of parents, and the government. The constitution declares 
that schools, and the means of education shall forever be en¬ 
couraged in this State.” The Legislature, in the discharge of 
this constitutional obligation, has wisely instituted a system of 
common schools, intended to extend to the poorer classes of 
childen the oportunity of learning to read and write. This 
system is yet in its infancy, and imperfect, and consequently 
there should be at the head of this department, a man of learn¬ 
ing and practical judgment, to manage its affairs, and digest and 
recommend plans for its improvement. Any policy calculated 
to cripple, or retard its progress should be avoided. 

he duties of theContoller are already onerous, and to impose 
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upon him the duties of Superintendent, will make it necessary 
to give him an additional clerk, so that little will be saved in 
money ; the only reason, I suppose, that could be rendered for 
abolishing the office. The Controller, with the amount of busi¬ 
ness that would be cast upon him, would not have the time 
necessary to be devoted to the consideration and improvement 
of the school system. Feeling assured that the cause of educa¬ 
tion would not be promoted by such a change, I respectfully 
suggest, that it ought not to be made. No mode of extending 
the benefits of public schools, now occurs to me, except the 
appropriation of more money, and this I deem inexpedient at 
this time. After the payment of our bonds falling due in lb63, 
the treasury will be in a condition to authorize larger appropri¬ 
ations for this purpose. 

It is supposed by some that the County Superintendents might 
well be dispensed with, and the duties perfornted by them im¬ 
posed on the County Treasurers, so as to add something to the 
educational fund. There are many important duties required of 
these officers, besides the disbursements of the school fund, which 
the County Treasurer could not be expected to perform, without 
pay for his services; so that little, or nothing could be saved in 
this way. It will also be found, that County Treasurers are not 
always qualified for Superintendents of public schools. The 
experiment of having County Superintendents, without pay for 
their services, has been tried, and proved a failure. A change 
in this respect in my opinion, will embarrass the execution of 
the school laws, and be a real hindrance to the success of the 
system. 


DEAF AND DUMB. 

In obedience to the requirments of an act of the Legislature, 
approved 4th February, 1858, the Superintendent of public 
schools and myself, located the school for the deaf and dumb at 
the town of Talladega, and appointed a teacher, Dr. Joseph II. 
Johnson, who had been successfully engaged, in a similar insti¬ 
tution in the State of Georgia. He came very highly recom¬ 
mended and his efforts thus far, prove him to be peculiarly well 
qualified to take charge of, and instruct this unfortunate class of 
our population. The school has been in operation for one ses¬ 
sion only, with twenty pupils in attendance. The committee 
appointed to attend the closing exercises at the end of the session, 
have made a very favorable report, as to the progress of the 
scholars, and the qualifications of Dr. Johnson, for his delicate 
and responsible position. The good and charitable work of edu- 
B 
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eating this afflicted class of persons, has been so successfully 
begun by our State, that I cannot doubt, the Legislature will 
make the necessary provisions for continuing the school. With 
the limited means appropriated, we had much difficulty in secur¬ 
ing a proper building for the school. The good citizens of 
Auburn proposed to give to the State, a beautiful lot of ground, 
in a healthy location, as an inducement to locate the school at 
that place. But there being no building qn the lot suitable for 
a school and boarding house, we were consequently compelled 
to decline this liberal proposition, not having means sufficient 
to erect the necessary buildings. We afterwards rented the 
building in the town of Talladega, known as the Masonic Insti¬ 
tute, where the school is located. 

This bilding is large, commodious and substantial, with all 
the necessary out-buildings for a boarding school. The location 
is a good one, as regards health and accessibility, being at the 
present terminus of the Alabama and Tennessee Rivers railroad. 
The citizens of Talladega constitute an intellectual and moral 
community, and I know of no more eligible location for the 
school. I am informed that the buildings and grounds, contain¬ 
ing about sixteen acres, can be purchased for a little more than 
half the original cost. I presume, that the purchase of this 
establishment, will be as economical an arrangement, as the 
State can make, for establishing a permanent school. I there¬ 
fore recommend, that provision be made for its purchase, and 
that it be done at an early day, as the present lease terminates 
with the last day of December next. 

SCHOOL LANDS. 

By an act of the last Legislature, I was authorized and re¬ 
quired to appoint an agent to value the lands “located in the 
States of Arkansas and Louisiana, for the benefit of the inhabi¬ 
tants of certain townships in the Chickasaw cession, in lieu of 
certain reservations on 16th Sections.” Two gentlemen were 
appointed from the county of Franklin, both of whom declined 
to act, after accepting the appointment. The Hon. J. W. Pen¬ 
nington, late representative of Choctaw county, was then 
appointed. In preparing the necessary papers for him, I dis¬ 
covered that there were only 1,081 91-100 acres, to which the 
State had titles. The balance, consisting of 10,990 acres has 
been located, but there is no evidence that elections have been 
ordered or held in any of the townships, for which the lands 
were selected, as required by law to ascertain whether or not 
the voters of these townships would ratify the selections made 
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for them. In order to vest the title in the State, the assent of 
the several townships must be given as prescribed by law. 
This, so far as can be ascertained from the papers on file, has 
not been done; consequently, no title vests in the State for the 
10,990 acres. Not being satisfied that I could order elections 
to be held to ascertain the sense of the townships without further 
legislation, I instructed Mr. Pennington not to enter on his 
duties without further instructions from this department. Your 
attention is called to this subject, that the proper steps may be 
taken to secure the titles to the lands in question. 

GEOLOGICAL EEPORT. 

The late Prof. Tuomey, under an act of the Legislature, 
approved February 3rd, 1854, was appointed State Geologist. 
His first and only report, under this appointment, was prepared 
and presented to the Legislature at the. session of 1855-56. 
Three thousand copies were then ordered to be printed. A 
portion of the manuscript was handed over to Bates & Lucas, 
the public printers, with instructions to print the same. Some 
of the proof-sheets were sent to Prof. Tuomey, at Tuscaloosa, 
for correction. In consequence of the delay of the printers, no 
further progress was made with the work during his life time. 
After his death, Governor Winston, on the 24th of April, 1857, 
appointed Prof. Mallett, of the State University, to supervise 
the publication of the report. In the meantime, Mr. Bates, of 
the firm of Bates & Lucas died, and the firm was insolvent. 

These, and other reasons, induced the last Legislature to pass 
the following joint resolutions: “Be it resolved, &c., that the 
Governor of the State, &c., be, and he is hereby authorized and 
required to inquire into and settle the account of Bates & Lucas, 
late State printers, or the survivor, or proper representative of 
either of them, for printing done on the Geological report of Mr. 
Tuomey, late State Geologist, that in making up and stating the 
account of said Bates & Lucas, the Governor shall take into 
consideration any damages to the State, from delay or loss of 
manuscript, or otherwise, and shall scale or reduce the account 
accordingly, &c.” Under this resolution, I made a settlement 
with Mr.°W. B. Hughes, who had done the printing, and repre¬ 
sented the interest of Bates & Lucas. No deduction was made 
from the account, for the reason that I could not show, with any 
certainty, that the delay which had been occasioned, was entirely 
attributable to Bates & Lucas; nor could I show that the miss¬ 
ing manuscript was ever in their possession. Mr. Hughes in¬ 
sisted that all the manuscript placed in the hands of Bates & 
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Lucas, bad been printed, and was contained in that part of the 
printing for which I settled with him. He also denied that the 
delay was solely occasioned by the printers, but insisted that 
the want of the manuscript was the principal cause. This, I 
was not able, successfully, to controvert. I caused diligent 
search to be made in the office, and among the papers of Bates 
k Lucas, but could find no part of the missing manuscript. Af¬ 
terwards, Prof. Mallett, who had been re-appointed by me to 
supervise the publication of the report, found a considerate 
portion of it among the papers of the late Prof. Tuomey. As 
there was not sufficient proof to have sustained a suit for dam¬ 
ages against the securities of Bates & Lucas, no suit was insti¬ 
tuted. 

The confused condition of the papers, made it a very labori¬ 
ous and difficult matter to arrange them properly, for publica¬ 
tion. Prof. Mallett,did, however, succeed in bringing order out 
of confusion, and the report has been published, containing two 
hundred and ninety-two pages, in a manner that reflects much 
credit upon him. The report is, of course, not so full and valu¬ 
able as it would have been, had the distinguished author lived 
to complete it, yet it will be found, as published, to contain 
much valuable information. 

PENITENTIARY. 

Commissioners were appointed, under an act, approved the 
8th of February, 1858, to settle with Jordan k Moore, late lessees 
of the Penitentiary. They proceeded in due time, to make the 
settlement, and reported the same to me, which report was ap¬ 
proved and filed in the proper department. The Commissioners 
were instructed not to take into consideration the unsettled 
question between the late lessees and my predecessor, as to 
whether the lessees or the State was entitled to receive the fees 
due from the Federal Government, for keeping her convicts. It 
involved a legal question, which they, not being lawyers, were 
deemed incompetent to decide. The question was afterwards 
examined by me, with much care, aided by a well considered 
written opinion from the Attorney General. There was no 
conflict in our legal conclusions. In consideration of the sum 
of five hundred dollars to be paid annually, by Jordan k Moore, 
the State leased to them the Penitentiary, without any reserva¬ 
tion as to the fees for keeping the prisoners of the General Gov¬ 
ernment. It was, in our opinion, an entire contract between 
the lessees and the State, without reservation, under which the 
State was entitled annually to receive from Jordan & Moore, five 
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hundred dollars, in consideration of which, they were entitled 
to receive the entire income from the Penitentiary. The claim 
for these fees was therefore abandoned, on the part of the State. 

At the termination of the lease of Jordan & Moore, the peni¬ 
tentiary was leased to Dr Ambrose Burrows, for the sum of 
fifteen hundred and fifty dollars per annum. This is an advance 
of one thousand and fifty dollars, over the bid of the former 
lessees, and will be ample, I presume, to make all the necessary 
repairs and improvements A release of all claim to the fees 
for keeping the convicts of the General Government was execu¬ 
ted by Dr. Burrows, so that no difficulty can arise hereafter in 
regard to this matter. 

There are two hundred and sixteen convicts in the Peniten¬ 
tiary, and among these are six females. There should be a 
separate and distinct apartment for them, so that they could be 
ke*pt out of view of the males. The lessee, in order to effect 
the object, is compelled to keep the women so closely confined 
that it is well calculated to destroy their health. Different ar¬ 
rangements should be made for them, or they-should be dis¬ 
charged from prison. This can be done without any appropri¬ 
ation from the treasury. Humanity, and the good government 
of the institution demand it. I therefore recommend, that an 
act be passed, authorizing and requiring the lessee to make the 
improvements necessary for this purpose, to be paid out of the 
annual rents. So far as I am advised, the lessee has been faith¬ 
ful in the discharge of his duties. 

DIGEST OF LAWS. 

Section 20th of the sixth article of the State Constitution pro¬ 
vides, that “within five years after the adoption of the Consti 
tution, the body of our laws, civil and criminal, shall be revised, 
digested and arrauged, under proper heads, and promulgated in 
such manner as the General Assembly may direct ; and a re¬ 
vision, digest and promulgation shall be made within every 
subsequent period of ten years. 7 * The last act, under this pro- 
vision of the Constitution, was approved 9th February, 1850. 
The time has arrived when it becomes necessary to provide by 
law, for another “ revision, digest and promulgation” of the laws 
of the State. It is, perhaps, more needed at this time, than at 
any previous period in the history of Alabama. Ihere have 
been more laws enacted, amended and repealed, since the adop- 
tion of the Code, than perhaps ever were by any other State m 
the same number of years. No one but a lawyer, whose special 
business it is to keeep up with the legislation of the State, can 
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now tell what provisions of the Code have been amended or 
repealed, or what statutes enacted since its adoption, are unre¬ 
pealed. 

We have too much legislation for the public good. The great 
number of acts repealed at each session of the Legislature, is 
conclusive proof of this allegation. The cost of local legislation 
is one of the heaviest items of expenses to the State. It is a 
great and growing evil, and should be remedied. The remedy 
is in jour hands. 

CENSUS. 

The Constitution requires that the census shall betaken every 
six years. This was done last in 1855; it will, therefore, de¬ 
volve upon the General Assembly, at its present session, to pass 
a law to carry out this provision of the Constitution. The cen¬ 
sus must be taken in 1861, and before the meeting of the next 
legislature. I suggest the propriety of requiring the census 
taker, in each county, to put down, under a separate head, the 
number of white males, between the ages of eighteen and forty- 
five, for the purpose of ascertaining the full strength of the 
militia of the State. This is necessary, to enable us to draw our 
full quota of arms from the Federal Government. There seems 
to be no probability that this object will be effected under our 
militia system. Scarcely any one takes an interest in it, and I 
am satisfied that nothing short of a real or apparent necessity 
for active service, will inspire those liable to do military duty, 
with sufficient interest to induce them to comply with the re¬ 
quirements of the law, so as to enable their numbers to be 
ascertained, with any degree of certainty. Seeing the disorgan¬ 
ized state of our militia, I have encouraged the formation of 
volunteer companies, so that in case of a sudden emergency, we 
might be provided with as many well trained officers and men, 
as possible, as a nucleus around which to rally. 

An armory should be erected at the seat of government, for 
the safe keeping of the public arms. There are a considerable 
number of muskets, pistols and swords, in the old arsenal at 
Tuscaloosa, tiiat should be brought to Montgomery, and put in 
good repair. These are the old fashioned muskets and pistols, 
but might be of much service. They should be transferred to 
this point for the purpose of being better preserved, and because 
they could be more easily distributed, if at any time there should 
be a sudden demand for them. The recent developments at 
Harper’s Ferry admonish us of the propriety of the State being 

ready, at all times, to protect the lives and property of her 
citizens, J 
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MOBILE AND OHIO RAILEOAD. 

The debt due from the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company 
was extended, under, and according to the terms prescribed in 
an act of the last General Assemby. The security taken from 
the company, consists of five hundred thousand dollars of first 
mortgage bonds, previonsly taken as security, and a mortgage 
on about twenty one thousand acres of land, mostly situated 
along the line of the railroad, and upon which is located some 
of their improvements.. The security was deemed ample at the 
time it was taken, and is now unquestionably so. By the extern 
sion of the road, both the bonds and land have increased in 
value, and will continue to do so, until the great enterprise is 
completed. Its speedy completion is now placed beyond doubt. 
The iron for the entire work has been purchased, and will be 
laid down as fast as practicable. When completed, it will be one 
of the best paying roads in the union, and will add immensely 
to the wealth and population of our only seaport city, and will 
necessarily contribute, in no small degree to the revenue and 
strength of the State. 

The company acknowledge their- obligations to the State, for 
the indulgence extended to them, and have promptly paid the 
interest on the debt. The extension of the three hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars due the State, induced other creditors to Dursue a 
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similar course, by which, the company were enabled to pass a 
crisis in their affairs, that threatened to arrest the further pro¬ 
gress of the road ; so that the State, bv this act of liberality, 
may be said to have secured the completion of one of the most 
important works of internal improvements in the Southern 
States. 


CENTRAL RAILROAD. 

To the act “to invest and dispose of the two per cent, fund,” 
approved 8th February, 1858, was added a section in the follow¬ 
ing words: “Be it further enacted, that the sum of ten thousand 
dollars be, and the same is hereby appropriated out of the three 
per cent, fund now in the treasury, to be expended and applied, 
under the direction of the Governor in making a reconnoisance 
for a route for a railroad from the Tennessee river to some point 
on the Alabama and Tennessee river railroad, and to make a 
thorough survey of the most practicable route to connect the 
waters of the Tennessee river with the navigable waters of the 
Mobile Bay, with reference to the development of the mineral 
regions of the State, which said reconnoisance and survey must 
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be made in the year 1858; report thereof made to the Governor, 
which report shall contain a tall statement of the length of the 
road, grades, cost per mile, together with all the particulars that 
are usually observed in surveys of this description.” Under 
this law, 1 appointed Mr. John T. Milner, engineer, to make the 
reconnoisance and survey contemplated by the act. Mr. Milner 
was very strongly recommended by competent judges, as an ex¬ 
perienced and practical engineer, as well as a gentleman of 
energy and high moral character. Knowing that there was a 
division of opinions, as to the point on the Tennessee river, at 
which the terminus of the road should be fixed, and that much 
interest was manifested on the subject, I determined to appoint 
no one to make the survey, who could be supposed to have any 
personal interest in, or partiality for, any particular location of 
the route, I therefore appointed Mr. Milner, who was an entire 
stranger in that portion of the State, through which the survey 
was to be made. As soon after his appointment as practicable, 
he commenced the work, being directed by me, to take the act 
under which he was appointed, for his principal instructions as 
to his duty. He was also furnished with a copy of Prof. Tuomey’s 
Geological report, by which he informs me he was greatly aided 
in ascertaining the location ot the mineral deposits, with refer¬ 
ence to which the survey was to be made. Six routes have 
been surveyed by him, all beginning at or near Montevallo; four 
of them terminating at Decatur, and two at Beard's Bluff on the 
Tennessee river. You are referred to his report for full infor¬ 
mation in regard to the survey. 

The report shows that Mr. Milner was well qualified for this 
position, and that he has been faithful in the discharge of his 
duties. 

At this point, I desire to call your attention to the construction 
given to the section of the act above recited by Mr. F. M. Gil¬ 
mer, President of the South and North Alabama Railrod Com¬ 
pany. He applied to me to have the survey continued across 
the Alabama and Tennessee rivers railroad, to the navigable 
waters of the Alabama river, and insisted that the act required 
it to be done. I did not then, nor do I now, agree with him in 
this construction of the law. It was my opinion, that the act 
did not contemplate extending the survey further south than 
the Alabama and Tennessee rivers railroad. I suggested to Mr. 
Gilmer that if he thought it proper, he might employ Mr. xMilner 
to continue the’survey to the Alabama river, upon the responsi¬ 
bility of the company, of which he was President, and I would 
call the attention of the Legislature to the subject, and if that 
body should sustain his construction of the law, I would pay 
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Mr. Milner out of the funds appropriated for the purpose, other¬ 
wise I could not. Mr. Milner was employ, d by that company, 
and continued the survey to the Alabama river, at Montgomery. 
Now, if the Legislature shall instruct me by resolution, or other¬ 
wise, to pay for the cost of this survey, out of the ten thousand 
dollars appropriation, their instructions will be obeyed; but, in 
the absence of such instructions, I shall not consider myself au¬ 
thorized to do so. 

The report of the engineer discloses three important interests 
of the State, that will be greatly promoted by building a road 
on one of the routes surveyed: First, by connecting North and 
South Alabama, and thereby uniting more closely the two ex¬ 
tremes of the State, socially and politically. Second, by devel¬ 
oping the vast mineral resources of Central Alabama; and 
thirdly, in opening a way by which the productions of the Ten¬ 
nessee valley and part of Tennessee, anti other Western States, 
will find a market in our own State. The report shows another 
fact worthy of serious consideration. It is this, if a Central 
railroad should not be constructed within a reasonable time, the 
people of North Alabama, who are interested in the work, will 
direct their attention to trie other contemplated roads. It appears 
that New Orleans is proposing to extend to Decatur, the road 
now being built from that city to Aberdeen, in the Srate of 
Misissippi, and that certain interests in the State of Georgia are 
being concentrated to construct a road from Atlanta, Ga., to 
Decatur, Ala. The argument is, that if a central road should 
not be built, and an outlet should be furnished by the roads 
referred to, to the markets of New Orleans and Georgia, a large 
portion of the products of North Alabama and Tennesse, which 
should find a market in our own State, will be diverted toother 
markets, and will contribute to build up other interests at the 
expense of our own. Besides this, the connection of North and 
South Alabama by a direct route, and the development of the 
great mineral resources of the central portion of the State will 
be defeated. 


THREE PER CENT. FUND. 

The indications are, that a proposition will be made at the 
present session, to appropriate the unexpended balance of the 
three per cent, fund, to aid in the construction of railroads. If 
you should determine to make this disposition of the fund, great 
care shuld be taken to ascertain its true amount, that injustice 
may not be done to the State, or the fund. This suggestion is 
made, because there seems to be a conflict of opinion among 
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intelligent gentlemen, as to its real amount. That part of this 
fund unappropriated, was deposited in the State Bank, and made 
a part of the capital thereof. The amount deposited was $353,- 
831 99. Upon this sum dividends were declared, at sundry 
times, amounting to $104,858 30. In estimating the amount of 
this fund, the dividends declared in its favor should not, in my 
opinion, be considered, as they were merely nominal and never 
realized. If the Legislature should determine to allow interest, 
which will be a question for you to decide, the dividends should 
be disregarded, and interest calculated on the sum deposited, 
from the time it was invested as banking capital. From this 
should be deducted the amounts of the various appropriations 
made from the fund, and each appropriation should be deducted 
from the principal at the time it was made. 

If this fund should be appropriated by you, it will be neces¬ 
sary to make provision for its payment. Your attention has 
already been called to the fact, that after paying the necessary 
expenses of the government, the interest on the State debt, and 
the appropriation for the support of public schools, with such 
other small appropriations as you find necessary to make, it will 
require all the surplus, now in the treasury, and all that will be 
realized from the revenue laws in the two next fiscal years, with 
the aid of the North Carolina and Virginia bonds and the debt 
that will be due from the Mobile and Ohio Railroad company 
to pay the State bonds that will fall due in May, 1863. The 
only mode of raising the means to discharge both these debts, 
within the next two years, will be by increasing the taxes. I 
would not advise this course, as the rate of taxes is already 
complained of by many. Both the debts may be paid, within 
six years, without increasing the taxes. I then suggest, that if 
the three per cent, fund is appropriated, at the present session, 
that the legislature authorize the issuance of State bonds, for the 
amounts appropriated, payable in not iess than six years from 
their date; provided the parties for whose benefit the appropria¬ 
tion may be made, will agree to take them at par. The bonds 
would no doubt, be so received by the parties interested. By 
adopting this course, our foreign debt could be paid at maturity, 
and ample means be relizedin time to discharge the bonds issued 
for the three per cent, fund, without any change in the revenue 
laws. If this, or some other similar policy is not adopted, the 
proper agent of the State should be authorized to extend so 
much of our foreign debt, as the payment in cash of the three 
per cent, fund, may render us unable to pay. 
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UNIVERSITY OF ALABAMA. 

The report of the executive committee of the board of trus¬ 
tees of the University, exhibits the condition of the funds of 
that institution. It appears that all the surplus means have been 
expended in the erection of a new dormitory, and two houses 
for the Professors ; that extensive repairs are necessary to other 
buildings, and that the philosophical apparatus is incomplete and 
imperfect. The report further shows, that these repairs cannot 
be made, nor the deficiencies in the apparatus supplied, without 
some provision for that purpose. The trustees do notask for an 
appropriation from the State treasury, but appeal to the legisla¬ 
ture to restore to the permanent fund, the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars, which they allege has been unjustly taken from it. This 
at six per cent, interest, would add three thousand dollars to 
the annual income of {he University and enable the trustees in 
a short time to meet its wants. I beg leave to call your atten¬ 
tion, specially, to the able argument of the committee in behalf 
of the restoration of this fund. I do not see how it can be 
answered or resisted. I ask your calm deliberation on this sub¬ 
ject, and if you conclude that this sum is unjustly withheld, it 
should be restored. 

HOSPITAL EOR THE INSANE. 

I regret to say that the Hospital for the insane is not yet com¬ 
pleted. It will be remembered that the trustees to superintend 
the erection of the buildings, at the last session of the legisla¬ 
ture reported that the buildings would be completed by Novem¬ 
ber, 1858. In consequence of this report, I nominated six trus¬ 
tees, whose nominations were confirmed by the Senate, to take 
charge of the institution as soon as completed. They could do 
no binding official act, until the duties of the building trustees 
had been discharged. Nothing has therefore been doneby them, 
except to confer with each other in regard to the selection of a 
superintendent, &c. 

Of the cause of this delay I am not advised, with sufficient 
certainty to enable me to communicate them to you. I take it 
for granted, that the report of the trustees, which will be laid 
before you, will present everything in its proper light, and that 
you will be informed by them with certainty, when the buildings 
will be ready for the reception of patients. This work of be¬ 
nevolence and charity is greatly needed. Many letters within 
the present year, have been received by me, from the friends of 
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insane persons, inquiring when the hospital would be ready for 
the reception of patients. 

The appropriation of some amount will be necessary, to pay 
the superintendent and others employed in the institution for the 
first two years, as the number of patients will probably not be 
sufficient to sustain it during that time. 

As the many subjects of which I have been compelled to 
speak, have extended this communication to a tedious length, 
and as I shall have another opportunity of addressing you in a 
few days, I will reserve what I may have to say in regard to 
our federal relations, for that occasion. 

That an allwise and overruling Providence may aid and direct 
you in the discharge of your legislative duties, and that you may 
return within a reasonable time to your homes and families, is 
my sincere prayer.

Monday, Nov. 28, 1859. 
The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 
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The President laid before the Senate the proceedings of a 
meeting of many citizens of Butler county, held at the court 
house in Greenville, in relation to invalidated land entries ; 
which were referred to the committee on federal relations, with 
instructions to report by memorial or otherwise. 

Upon a call of the districts, the following bills were intro¬ 
duced : 

Mr. Bullock : a bill to amend the charter of the Eastern Bank 
of Alabama; 

Mr. Brewer: a bill to amend the road laws of this State; 

Mr. Chilton : joint resolutions for the security and protee'ion 
of said State by arming and disciplining the citizen soldiery of 
of this State; 

Mr. Hill: a bill to prevent stock from being killed by dogs; 

Mr. Stone : a bill to provide for the sale of lands purchased 
by the State at tax sales, and which have not been redeemed 
under section 469 of the Code; 

Mr. Jackson: a bill to prevent the Northern Bank of Ala¬ 
bama, at Huntsville, from paying out the notes of banks of 
other States; 

Mr. Austin : a bill amendatorv of the act approved Dec. 12, 
1857 ; 

All of which were severally read the first time, and ordered 
to a second reading. 

Mr. Rowe: a bill to incorporate the Opelika and Talladega 
railroad company, which was read the first and second times, 
and referred to the committee on corporations. 

Mr. Nelson : a bill (accompanied with a petition) to change 
the line between the counties of Shelby and St. Clair, and for 
other purposes; which was read the first and second times, and 
referred to the committee on county boundaries. 

Mr. Stone: a bill to impose a tax upon book, periodical and 
map agents, engaged in obtaining subscribers' in the State 
of Alabama; which was read the first and second times, and 
referred to the committee on finance and taxation. 

Mr. Patton : a bill to amend the charter of the North Ala¬ 
bama Telegraph Company, which was read the first and second 
times, and ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Bullock, from committee on the judiciary, to which was 
referred the petition of sundry citizens of Coosa county, in re¬ 
spect to the right of Hon. George E. Brewer to represent that 
county in the Senate, made the following report: 

The committee on the judiciury, to whom was referred the 
petition of T. J. Beckham and filteen other citizens of Coosa 
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county, in regard to the right of the Hon. George E. Brewer 
to hold his seat in this body as Senator from that county, have 
attentively considered the same, and instruct me to submit the 
following report, together with the accompanying resolution: 

The facts, as set forth in the petition, and as conceded 
to be true, are, that Mr. Brewer was on the first Monday in 
August last elected Senator from Coosa, and that he did not at¬ 
tain the age of twenty-seven years until the latter part of the 
following October, a few days before the commencement of the 
session of the General Assembly, when he was sworn in, and 
assumed the duties of the office. The words of the constitution 
which it is contended disqualify him for the seat are found in 
the 12th section of of the third article, and are as follows: And 
no person shall be a Senator unless he be a white man, a citizen 
of the United States, and shall have been an inhabitant of this 
State two years next preceding his election, and the last year 
thereof a resident of the district for which he shall be chosen, 
and shall have attained the age of twenty-seven years. 

But for this provision in respect to age, the voters of Coosa 
might, had they seen fit, have elected a white man of even le~s 
than twenty-one years to represent them in the Senate, and these 
words, as restrictive of popular rights, must be construed strict¬ 
ly, and confined to their fair and necessary signification. The 
question to be solved is, does the disqualification relate to the 
time of election or to the time of qualifying and assuming the 
functions of a Senator? If the former, then Mr. Brewer was 
clearly ineligible; but if the latter, having attained the required 
age when he was sworn in, in the absence of any other obstacle, 
he was competent to take and hold his s°at. 

The 26th section of the same article of the Constitution pro¬ 
vides “that no person holding any lucrative office under the 
United States, (the office of postmaster excepted,) this State, or 
any other power, shall be eligible to the General Assembly.” 
Had the framers of the Constitution used the same language in 
the 12th section, and declared that no person should be eligible 
to the Senate unless he had attained the age of twenty-seven 
years, it is indisputable that the disqualification would have at¬ 
tached to the time of election and not to the time of qualifying; 
and that the objection stated by the petitioners would be fatal 
to Mr. Brewer’s title to his seat. Is not the fact that different 
terms were employed by those who must be presumed to have 
known their different import, persuasive of the conclusion that 
different points of time were contemplated to which the respec¬ 
tive disqualifications, in the two sections, should refer ? Again, 
in the very section under consideration, it is provided that no 
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person shall be a Senator unless he shall have been an inhabi¬ 
tant of this State two years next preceding his election—thus 
removing all doubt as to the period alluded to. It would not 
have been difficult to have made the words in question equally 
plain by inserting immediately before the words “shall have 
attained to the age of twenty-seven years” the additional words 
“ at the time of his election.” Does not the omission of such 
words conduce to show that the disqualifications were designed 
to apply to different periods ? Thus far the argument has pro¬ 
ceeded upon the consideration of the language of the Constitu¬ 
tion alone; but fortunately your committee have not been left 
in arriving at a conclusion to the light derived from a single 
source; a result which might thus have been well attained is 
abundantly fortified by precedent and authority. The 6th sec¬ 
tion of the first article of the Constitutinn of the United States, 
provides that no person holding any office under the United 
States shall be a member of either house during his contiuance 
in office. Samuel Iierreck was elected a member of Congress 
from Ohio in the month of October, 1816. The constitutional 
term of two years for which he was chosen, commenced on the 
4th March, 1817; but the first session of Congress after his 
term thus commenced, occurred on the first day of December, 
1817. At the time of his election he held the office of Attor¬ 
ney of the United States for the district of Ohio, and he con¬ 
tinued to hold it until the 29th day of November, 1817, when 
he resigned it, just in time to qualify as a member on the first 
day ot December. It was not denied that he had held, dis¬ 
charged the duties and received the emoluments of an office 
and for nearly nine months after the 4th of March, when the two 
years for which he was chosen commenced, and it was upon 
this ground that his election was contested. It will be observed 
that the words of the Constitution of the United States and 
those used in our own are precisely similar. In the one, “ no 
person shall be a member,” in the other, “ no person shall be a 
Senator.” The question raised in both cases is, when member¬ 
ship commences; and it was discussed freely and ably by the 
committee on elections in the House of Representatives, in their 
report to that body. As the decision of the House in favor of 
Mr. Herrick’s right to his seat is believed to have so far settled 
the question that it has never since been formally renewed in 
either branch of Congress, and as the reasoning is directly ap¬ 
plicable to the matter under consideration, that your committee 
beg leave to make some extracts from that report as a part of 
their own. 

“ The act of becoming,” say the committee in that case, “in 
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reality a member of the House, depends wholly upon the will 
of the person elected and returned; election does not itself 
constitute membership, although the period may have arrived 
at which the Congressional term commences. This is evident 
from the consideration that all the votes given at an election 
may not be received by the returning officer in season to be 
counted, whereby a person not elected may be returned and 
take the seat of one who was duly elected. Neither does a 
return necessarily confer membership, for if he in whose favor 
it should be made should be prevented taking a seat at the or¬ 
ganization of the House of Representatives, he might find upon 
presenting himself to qualify that his return had been suspended 
by the adoption of another person into the seat for which he 
was returned.” 

“Neither do election and return create membership; these 
actions are nothing more than the designation of the individual, 
who, when called upon in the manner prescribed by law, shall 
be authorized to claim title to a seat. This designation does 
not, however, create a perfect right, fora person may be selected 
by the people destitute of certain qualifications, without which 
he cannot be admitted to a seat. He is, nevertheless, so far the 
representative of those who elected him that no vacancy can 
exist until his qualification be adjudged by the House; yet it 
would be easy to state cases where he would not be permitted 
for a moment to occupy a seat, notwithstanding the regularity 
of his election and return. To no practical purpose could he 
have ever been a member. So, too, if a person duly qualified 
be elected and returned, and die before the organization of the 
House, he could not be said to have been a member of a body 
which had no existence until after his death,”—Howard vs. 
Herrick, cases of contested elections in Congress, pp. 293-4. 

In addition to what is here so forcibly urged, it may be well 
doubted whether there is under our constitution, any legal evi¬ 
dence that a person has accepted the office of Senator, save that 
of his qualifying, by consenting to take the required oath. 
Whether, therefore, an office be in the nature of a contract be¬ 
tween the people and the officer, to which the assent of both 
parties must be proven before it can be valid, or of a gift, which 
cannot rest until there is an acceptance by the donee, in either 
case, it is only by this act of qualifying that the person elected 
becomes in truth, a Senator. In Great Britain there are statutes 
disqualifying persons holding certain offices under the crown 
from being members of the House of Commons, and it has been 
repeatedly decided that a person holding such office at the time 
of his election may, nevertheless, by first divesting himself of it, 
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take and hold his seat.—(Note to Dirvey’s Acts of Parliament, 

p. 20.) 

The whole current of authority, so far as your committee 
have been able to ascertain, forms the conclusion that the terms 
u no person shall be a Senator,” as used in the constitution of 
Alabama, must be held to refer to the time of formally signify¬ 
ing his acceptance of the office, by qualifying to enter upon its 
duties, and not to the time of election. In “ Cushing’s elements 
of the law and practice of legislative assemblies,” a recent work 
of approved merit, the rule is stated thus: When the language 
is that no person shall be a representative or Senator, or shall 
be entitled to a seat, or shall be a member unless, &c., in these 
cases the point of time to which the qualifications thus alluded 
to are to be referred, is that of being qualified and assuming the 
functions of a member.—(Cushing’s Elements of Parliamentary 
Practice, sec. 68, p. 28.) 

Your committee, therefore, have had no difficulty in determ¬ 
ining, with the lights before them, Mr. Brewer’s right to hold 
his seat in this body for the term fixed by the constitution ; and 
they therefore instruct me to report the accompanying resolu¬ 
tion, and recommend its adoption : 

Resolved, That so far as appears from the facts related in the 
petition of certain citizens of Coosa county, which petition was 
by a vote of the Senate, referred to the committee on the judi¬ 
ciary, the Hon. George E. Brewer is entitled to hold his seat in 
this body for the term fixed by the constitution. 

The report was concurred in, and the resolution adopted. 

Mr. Bullock, from the committee on the judiciary, reported 
unfavorably on the bill for the relief of Nathaniel J. Nettles, of 
Macon county. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill lost.

Mr. Bullock, from the same committee, to whom was referred 
the remonstrance and petition of J. H. Dearing, and twenty- 
seven other citizens of Tuskaloosa, reported the following bill, 
in accordance with the prayer of said petition, and recommended 
its passage, to-wit: 

A bill to amend section 1255 of the Code of Alabama; and 
also, the act amendatory thereof, approved February 24tb, 1854. 
The bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. McIntyre, from the same committee, reported favorably 
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on the House bill to give the probate judge of Pike county, 
jurisdiction of the estate of James S. Croswell. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Stone, from the same committee, reported favorably on 
the bill to authorize the judges of the circuit courts to preside 
in their own circuits without interchanging with each other. 

The bill and report were postponed until Tuesday next, and 
made the special order for the hour of 12 o’clock on that day.

Mr. Jemison, from the committee on finance and taxation, 
made the following report: 

The committee on finance and taxation, to whom was referred 
the bill to amend section 43 of the Code, have had the same 
under consideration ; and though the reference was unaccompa¬ 
nied by any specific instructions, your committee regard the 
object of the commitment, as expressed by its mover and friends, 
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as indicative, if not directory, that they inquire into and report 
upon the following points ; 

Frst: The relative length of the sessions and relative cost of 
per diem and mileage of the members and officers of the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly of the State, at the sessions held before and since 
the taking of recesses by that body. 

Secondly: The mode of computing and charging mileage. 

To give this information in the most condensed and intelligi¬ 
ble form, your committee have prepared and submit herewith 
three tabular statements. 

The first of them (marked “A,”) shows the aggregate amount 
paid the members and officers of the General Assembly for each 
of the six sessions of the General Assembly from 1847-8 to 
1857-8, inclusive, embracing three sessions before and three 
sessions since the introduction of recesses, shortened from twelve 
to twenty days; and that the gross amount paid members and 
officers has been about the same since and before. The amount 
for the three sessions immediately preceding the first recess was 
$169,767.82; the three since, $170,000.00; showing a difference 
in favor of the former of only $322.18, or $82.15 per session. 

The second table (marked u B,”) gives the mileage charged 
in seven counties for five consecutive sessions, commencing with 
the session of 1849-50 and ending with 1857-58. It will be 
seen that in these counties there has, within the last five years, 
been an increase in the distances for which mileage is charged 
of more than seventy per cent. This increase is owing to the 
fact that a railroad communication has been opened to the mem¬ 
bers from those and other counties, which, though much more 
circuitous than the routes previously traveled, is quicker and 
more comfortable. The existence of such increased facilities for 
travel in some portions of our State, and not in others, has ren¬ 
dered very unequal the compensation received by members in 
the way of mileage. For instance, the member by railroad will 
travel four hundred miles in one day, and the member by stage 
coach one hundred miles. The former receives by way of mile¬ 
age $80.00, and pays fare $16.00, and for meals $1.50, making 
$17.50—leaving $52.50 to him free of all expense. The latter 
pays fare $10.00, meals $1.50, making $11.50, and receives 
mileage $20.00—leaving to him free of expense $9.50 ; making 
in the compensation of the two a difference of $53.00 per 
diem. 

The third statement (marked “ C, n ) gives the distances adopted 
by the committee to regulate mi 1 eage hereafter, the distances by 
which tax collectors are paid, and the distances by which the 
members of the last General Assembly were paid, arranged in 
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separate columns. The committee arrive at their distances by 
measuring the air line distances on Cram’s map of the State, 
from the seat of government to the seat of justice in the several 
counties, and adding 25 per cent, thereto. The distances in 
the second and third columns are taken from the books of the 
comptroller’s office. By comparison it will be seen that between 
the distances adopted by the committee and those by which tax 
collectors are paid, there is, except in very few instances, very 
slight variation; there being an aggregate difference of only 
133 miles, an average difference per county of less than 2 1-3 
miles; whilst the aggregate difference, as compared with the 
mileage list of members, is 4,247 miles, or an average per coun¬ 
ty of about 83 1-3 miles. 

The excess, counting 133 senators and representatives, amounts 
to an aggregate of 11,071 miles, the double of which is 22,142 
miles. This at 20 cents per mile is $4,428.40, now paid members 
[allowing nothing for mileage at recess,] more than would be paid 
under the mode adopted by the committee for estimating mile¬ 
age hereafter; and taking into computation mileage for recess, 
this amount would be again doubled, giving the sum of $8,856.- 
80. The law prescribing the mode of estimating mileage of 
members of the General Assembly is found in section 43 of the 
Code, and directs that the distance shall be estimated “ by the 
direct mail route , if any ; and if not , by the land route usually 
traveled The law prescribing the mode of estimating mileage 
of tax collectors is contained in section 496 of the Code, and 
directs that the distance shall be estimated “ by the direct mail 
route, if there be one; and if not, by the land route usually traveled 
The identity of the phraseology in these two sections will not 
admit of different interpretations. And yet we see from the 
facts submitted, the irregularities and inequalities which have 
grown up under them, and which are from session to session 
increasing. With a view to correct these discrepancies, and as 
far as practicable to render uniform the compensation of mem¬ 
bers, your commitree have instructed me to report the accom¬ 
panying substitute for the bill committed to us, and recommend 
its passage:

Mr. Jones, of Greene, moved to postpone the consideration 
of the bill and report until the second Monday in December 
next, and print 138 copies for the use of the Senate; which 
was carried.

The select committee to whom was referred the resolution in¬ 
structing them to “enquire what has been done, if anything, to 
secure to the State of Alabama the benefits of the donation by 
Congress, by act of September 28th, 1850, of all swamp and 
overflowed lands within the State remaining unsold at the date 
of the passage of said act; whether the provisions of said act 
have been complied with, and the title of the State to said lands 
perfected,’ 7 have instructed me to report that they have dis¬ 
charged that duty to the best of their ability. 

The committee have ascertained upon investigation, that no 
efficient steps have been taken, either on the part of the Federal 
Government, or of the State, even so much as to ascertain by 
proper sub-divisions what lands are really included in the grant. 

. the act, it is made the duty of the Secretary of the Inte¬ 
rior to make out and transmit to the Governor of the State, as 
soon as practicable, after the passage of the act, an accurate list 
and plats of all lands embraced by the grant, which he wholly 
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neglected to do; and so the Governor of the State could not 
procure a patent to the lands, as provided by the act, for the 
simple reason that owing to the eulpaple negligence of the Sec¬ 
retary of the Interior, they could not, by any possibility, be 
properly designated. 

At the first session of the General Assembly after the passage 
of the act, Governor Collier, in his biennial message, presented 
the whole subject to the legislature and invoked their assistance, 
which they very magnanimously refused. But not content 
with this rebuff, he again brought the subject to their attention 
in his biennial message at the session of 1858-4, and again his 
suggestions were disregarded; in consequence of all which, 
your committee are of opinion, that the State of Alabama will 
ultimately loose, in any event, under the best legislation that 
can now be inaugurated, respecting them, at least half a million 
dollars; unless the State should deem it expedient to distress 
its own citizens, who have been duped by Federal officers into 
the purchase of lands from the Federal Government which it 
had no power to sell, having already granted them to the State. 

For all further information upon the subject, your committee 
beg leave to refer you to the biennial messages of His Excel¬ 
lency, Governor Collier, delivered at the sessions of 1851-2, and 
1858-4, which contain all the data accessible to the committee, 
except a copy of certain instructions to the land officers in this 
State, issued under said act apparently, and an imperfect survey 
of some of the lands embraced in the grant, which was made 
by one William B. Locke, of Morgan county, under the direc¬ 
tion of Governor Co lier, both of which are referred to in his 
said messages, and accompany this report. 

Your committee, having thus attempted to fulfill the special 
duty assigned to them, beg to be discharged.

Upon a call of the districts, the following bills were intro¬ 
duced :

Mr. President laid before the Senate the following communi¬ 
cation from John Whiting: 

Office of Commissioner and Trustee, ) 
Montgomery, 6th Dec., 1859. f 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Since the date of my last report, the Alabama Sterling Bonds, 
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[$573,333 33] due in London on 1st January, 1858, have been 
redeemed, and are now in my possession. The semi-annual in¬ 
terest on the remainder of the bonded debt has been regularly 
paid as it became due. 

It will be remembered that in providing the funds for the 
payment of the Bonds, due in London on 1st January, 1858, I 
borrowed in New York $390,000. That debt has been paid. 

The principal and interest of the debt due from Messrs. Kobb, 
Hallett & Co., [$167,399 41] have been collected. 

I held in my possession at your last session two hundred and 
eighty North Carolina 6 per cent. Bonds, and three hundred and 
eighty two Virginia 6 per cent, bonds, of $1,000 each. Since 
then I have sold twenty of North Carolina and one hundred and 
thirty-four of the Virginia, and now hold two hundred and six¬ 
ty of the former and two hundred and forty-eight of the latter. 
The semi-annual interest has been collected on those not sold. 

Since your last session, I contracted with a London banker 
for the delivery in New York of $100,000, Alabama 5 percent. 
Dollar Bonds, to be paid for at 92 per cent, exclusive of com¬ 
missions ; $41,000 of that amount [that is, 41 Bonds, of $1,000 
each,] have been delivered and paid for. Those with three 
others of $1,000 each, make the sum total of my purchases, 
within the two years past. 

These Bonds are seldom offered for sale, and have almost en¬ 
tirely disappeared from the markets in this country. They are 
held principally in Europe, and most of them, as is supposed, 
n trust for Estates, and by persons not disposed to part with 
them. I am now offered $314,000 of those due in 1863 at par , 
but as that is a higher price than I have ever paid, and as the 
Legislature is in session, I submit the question for instructions 
with the single remark, that the money to pay for them lies un¬ 
employed in the State Treasury. 

My last statement showed the bonded debt, created for the 
capital of the State Bank and Branches, to be as follows, viz.:

It is believed that the existing revenue law, with the North 
Carolina and Virginia Bonds, will afford the means of liquida¬ 
ting the large amount due in 1863, after which the taxes might 
be redued very considerably. 

The Bank of Mobile has taken up and delivered to me the 
State Bonds ($600,000) issued for the two-fifths capital, former¬ 
ly owned by the State, in that Bank. 

The packages left in the banks, marked half notes, redeemed 
by them—special deposites, etc., have been deposited with the 
State Treasurer, as directed by the Act of 6th Feruary, 1858. 

I renew the recommendation contained in my last Report, to 
appoint an agent to collect from the General Government, the 
amount retained on the claim of the State against the Republic 
of Texas. 

My amounts are ready for settlement whenever it may suit 
the convenience of the Joint Committee appointed lor that 
purpose.

Message from the Governor, by Mr. Watkins Phelan: 

Mr. President: His Excellency, the Governor, has approved 
bills which originated in the Senate of the following titles:

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,) 
Montgomery, Ala., Dec. 12, 1859. ) 
Gentlemen of the Senate: 

Herewith, I transmit to the Senate the report of the agent 
appointedio select the lands granted by an act of Congress, ap¬ 
proved June 3d, 1856, to aid in the construction of the Girard 
and Mobile railroad. 

It appears that the interests of this road and the Alabama 
and Florida railroad are in conflict. A similar grant of lands 
was made to both roads, but under different acts of Congress. 

The act for the benefit of the Alabama and Florida railroad 
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being the first passed, the agent for that road made the selection 
of the lands granted before the agent of the Girard and Mobile 
road was appointed. 

The lines of the two roads cross each other diagonally, and 
run so near each other for a long distance, that the territorial 
limits within which each company is required to make its selec¬ 
tions of lands are the same. 

The Alabama and Florida company having selected the al¬ 
ternate sections, the other road is deprived of the benefits in¬ 
tended to be conferred by the act of Congress, within the distance 
referred to in the report of the agent, as will be seen by an ex¬ 
amination of the report. 

The Secretary of the Interior has decided that the selections 
must be made from the odd numbers of sections, and where 
these numbers have been taken by another road, the even num¬ 
ber of sections cannot be resorted to to make up the deficiency. 

For full information on the subject, I refer you to the report 
of the agent, and the accompanying opinion of the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

The matter is referred to the Legislature at the instance of 
the agent of the Girard and Mobile railroad company, with the 
view of inducing the General Assembly to memorialize Con¬ 
gress, asking the passage of a law permitting said agent to select 
even numbers of sections where the odd numbers have been 
selected by the Alabama and Florida road, within the limits 
referred to.

Your committee would also report, that they examined the 
tax ledger, and general ledger accounts, in the controller’s 
office, carefully comparing their aggregate footings with the 
tabular statements accompanying his printed report, for the two 
last fical years, and find them to correspond. 

Your committee would also, further report, that they exam¬ 
ined into the condition of the account kept in the controller’s 
office of the bank of Montgomery, and find deposited m said 
office as security for the ultimate redemption of the notes or isues 
of said bank, amounting to one hundred thousand dollars; 
ninety-six Alabama five per cent, bonds, for one thousand dol¬ 
lars each, and one certificate of United States six per cent, 
stocks, for ten thousand dollars, the State bonds having been 
received on such deposit at ninety cents in the dollar, and the 
United States stocks at par. 

They also find that since the report of the joint committee 
made to the legislature, at its last session, in accordance with

Your committee also examined the register of bank notes 
destroyed by burning, as made in the treasurer’s office under 
the act of the last session, a work which must have cost much 
labor and perseverance in its arrangement and preparation ; and 
which appears to have been executed with a neatness and accu¬ 
racy altogether satisfactory to the committee and highly credi¬ 
table to the officer discharging that duty. Your committee find 
of the notes issued by the State Bank and branches, the sum of 
$1,189,928 00 has been registered and burned as required by 
said act, that is to say, of the notes issued by the Bank of Ala¬ 
bama the sum of $828,531 00; of the notes issued by the branch 
Bank of Mobile, the sum of $222,270 00 ; of the notes issued 
by the branch Bank at Decatur, the sum of $66,498 00 ; of the 
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notes issued by the branch Bank at Montgomery, the sum of 
$63,026 00, and of the notes issued by the branch Bank at 
Huntsville, the sum of $9,603 00 *, shown by the register of 
said notes and the certificates of His Excellency the Governor, 
and Controller of public accounts.

In obedience to the request of the Governor of the State of 
South Carolina, I hereby transmit to the Senate certain joint 
resolutions passed by the General Assembly of that State at its 
last session, to which your special attention is invited. The 
first resolution declares it to be the deliberate judgment of the 
General Assembly that the slaveholding States should immedi¬ 
ately meet together to concert measures for united action. I in¬ 
fer from thj preamble and resolutions that the object of the 
proposed convention is to concert measures for united action 
with reference to secession from the Union. To call a conven¬ 
tion with this view at this time, is in my opinion premature. 
The Senate has passed resolutions requiring the Governor of 
Alabama to call a State convention in the event a 11 Black Re¬ 
publican” should be elected President of the United States in 
1860. These resolutions fully meet my approbation, and I 
think fix the proper time for calling a convention of the State 
and of the slaveholding States, provided the contemplated con¬ 
tingency occurs ; and if it does not occur, there will be no ne¬ 
cessity for a convention. 

I do not doubt the right of a State to secede from the Un¬ 
ion when, acting in her sovereign capacity, she deems it her du¬ 
ty to do so. And I also deem it proper in such a case for the 
State proposing to secede to advise and consult with her sister 
States, whose interests are similarly affected, to brnig about 
concert of action.

Executivee Department, 
Montgomery, Ala., Jan. 18, 1860. 

Gentlemen of the Senate: 

For many years a controversy has existed between the States 
of Georgia and Alabama, in regard to the boundary line be¬ 
tween the two States. 

In order to fix the precise line and settle this vexed question, 
the State of Alabama employed James E. Belser and Edward 
L. Dargan to commence a suit, by bill of complaint, in the 
supreme court of the United States. These gentlemen were 
each paid a fee of one thousand dollars as a retainer. This in¬ 
formation, I derive from Judge Dargan, one of the solicitors in 
the cause. The bill was filed in the lifetime of Mr. Belser, but 
before the case was argued in the supreme court, he died, and 
Jud^e Dargan applied to me to appoint some one to take the 
place of Mr. Belser, and being satisfied from a conference had 
with him that it was necessary, I employed Col. P. Phillips, of 
Mobile, who is now a resident at Washington, to prepare and 
argue the case with Judge Dargan. No fee was agreed upon, 
but it was understood and agreed between us that he was to 
look to the legislature for an appropriation to pay him for his 
services. The case has been prepared and argued, (though not 
decided by the court;) and these gentlemen ask me to call the 
attention of the legislature to the subject. They each suggest 
that one thousand dollars to each of them would be a reason¬ 
able fee. 
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I send you the printed argument of each, which will inform 
the Senate of the nature and importance of the suit. 

I recommend that such fee as the legislature may deem just 
and proper be provided for at the present session of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly.

Some of the counties laid off before the adoption of the con¬ 
stitution contained less than nine hundred square miles, and 
while the restriction eould not of course apply to them., it was 
evidently the intention of the framers of the constitution to pre¬ 
serve as far as possible this standard, and to prohibit all legisla¬ 
tion calculated to interfere with it. 

To reduce the size of a county organized before the adoption 
of the constitution, and containing nine hundred square miles, 
to a point below that standard, would be clearly beyond the 
power of the General Assembly; and in the opinion of your 
committee, any legislation diminishing the size of such county, 
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even although it had never contained as many as nine hundred 
square miles, would be also violative of the spirit, if not the let* 
ter, of the constitution. 

The county of St. Clair, represented in the convention that 
framed the constitution, and containing at that time less than 
nine hundred square miles, would bv the bill under considera¬ 
tion, be still further reduced below the constitutional minimum ; 
and applying the foregoing principles to the facts, as your com¬ 
mittee understand them to be conceded, they are clearly of 
opinion that the proposed measure is beyond the constitutional 
power of the Genera! Assembly. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. Bullock, from the same committee, reported adversely 
to the bill to change the criminal practice as to slaves and free 
persons of color. 

The report was concurred in. 

On motion of Mr. Calhoun, the vote by which the Senate 
refused to order to a third reading the bill to compensate C. F.

Message from the House by Mr. Brewer : 

House of Representative, Feb. 10. 

Mr. President: The House has amended, by way of substi¬ 
tute, and passed the following Senate bill and joint memorial: 

Upon the subject of the swamp lands donated by Congress, 
by act approved September 28, 1850, to the State of Alabama* 

The House has originated and passed bills of the following 
titles: 

To authorize the probate court of Russell county to sanction 
and confirm a division of the slaves belonging to the estate of 
Matthew Averett, deceased; 

To repeal an act ; approved December 3, 1857, entitled “an 
act to lay off Benton county into commissioners’ districts, and 
for other purposes,” so far as said act relates to the coiinty of 

Calhoun; . , 

To authorize John Warner and others to continue fish traps 

on Coosa river; 

For the relief of the executors of John C. Waters; 

To compensate (x. T. Yelverton, commissioner to negotiate 
for the cession of West Florida; 
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To authorize the Governor to deliver up certain lands there¬ 
in named. 

Mr. McSpadden moved to reconsider the vote ordering to a 
third reading the bill to amend the law in relation to appeals, 
which was lost. 

Mr. Chilton (by leave,) from the joint committee, made the 
following report, and recommended the passage of the accom¬ 
panying bill: 

The committee of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
raised under joint resolution of the two Houses, instructing 
them, among other things to enquire into the expediency of 
establishing a State military academy, and report the probable 
cost, have given [the subject their deliberate and careful consid¬ 
eration, and ask to submit the following report, and recommend 
the passage of the accompanying bill : 

Your committee have had before them two propositions for 
the establishment of military academies, at different locations. 

It was proposed to make an absolute donation to the State 
of the grounds and buildings of the LaGrange military academy, 
in Franklin county, on condition only “that the State adopt the 
institution as a State military academy, and place the same 
under its patronage by an organization similar to that of the 
State military academy of South Carolina, and release the 
trustees from all responsibility of a debt of ten thousand dollars 
due the 16th section fund by the institution,” subsequently, 
however, a patriotic gentlemen urging the acceptance of the 
proposition before the committee withdrew the last condition 
as to the ten thousand dollars, and proposed that the donation 
should be wholly without any pecuniary stipulation whatever. 

It was represented to the committee that grounds proposed to 
be transferred to the State, consists of forty acres, on which the 
academy buildings are situated. The buildings embrace two 
large three-storied brick buildings, containing comfortable and 
convenient quarters for one hundred and twenty cadets, with all 
necessary recitation rooms, one new two-storied brick building, 
containing a spacious chapel, two society balls, superintendent 
and commandants office, a college library and an academy ar¬ 
senal. There are also three framed buildings, embracing a 
stewards house, and a commissar’s department. The aparatus 
comprises all the chemical and philosophical aparatus necessary 
to a well appointed institution. The libraries contain four thou¬ 
sand books, in good order. 

The institution is located in the county of Franklin, four 
miles from the Memphis and Charleston railroad, on a spur of 
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the Cumberland mountain, four hundred feet above the Tennes¬ 
see Valley, thereby securing a pure and invigorating atmos¬ 
phere. 

It was also proposed to make a like donation to the State of 
the Glennville military academy, in Barbour county, upon a 
like condition, that is to say, upon condition only that the State 
will receive it without any cost whatever to the State, and place 
it under the control and patronage of the State. 

It was represented to the committee that the academy con¬ 
sisted of a large two-story wooden building, embracing suffi¬ 
cient recitation and other rooms for two hundred cadets, with 
ample grounds, and convenient to boarding houses. The loca¬ 
tion is on a high, healthy, sandy ridge, conveniently near to the 
Mobile and Girard railroad, and soon to be rendered more acces¬ 
sible to the interior of the State by the completion of the Mont¬ 
gomery and Union Springs railroad. 

The village of Glennville, in or near which the academy is 
situated, is unsurpassed by any village or town in the State, in 
the public spirit, refinement and intelligence of its citizens. 
Thus, whilst on one hand the cadets are not subject to the vice 
and immorality usually attending such location, they will 
always be in reach of cultivated and elegant society. 

The present session of the institution opened but a few days 
ago, and seventy pupils have already entered, whilist the num¬ 
ber is being increased almost daily. 

The buildings, grounds, and everything connected therewith, 
are estimated to be worth about $15,000, in addition to which 
by the will of the late lamented Hon. Milton A. Browder, there 
is a donation fund attached of not less than $40,000, and it is 
thought, should there be realized from his estate the amount it 
is now by the appraisement thought to be worth, it will be in¬ 
creased to probably $100,000. 

These liberal and indeed munificent propositions—doing 
credit alike to the patriotic hearts which prompted, no less than 
to the intelligent heads which planned and directed them— 
were both respectfully considered by the committee. It was 
thought best by your committee to recommend the adoption of 
neither of the said schools at this time as “ the State military 
academy/’ but to leave both propositions open with the consent 
of those submitting them, until the next session of the General 
Assembly, and in the meanwhile adopt the accompanying bill. 

It will be observed that by the 8th section of the bill, aboard 
of visitors is provided for, whose duty it will be to visit both 
the above named institutions as often as they ma) deem neces¬ 
sary, collect information in respect to them and report to next 
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session of the General Assembly. Your committee believe 
that the plan proposed will, during the next two years, excite a 
spirit of honorably rivalry between the two schools; open the 
door to a commendable emulation—elicit information for the 
public—create a general interest in the subject throughout the 
State, and afford ample opportunity for the maturity of a plan 
for the permanent establishment of a State military academy 
which would, in itself, do honor to the State, whilst the scores 
of her gallant sons which such an institution would send forth, 
each succeeding year, to the various counties, with strong arms 
and brave hearts, may yet prove to be her surest reliance in the 
time ef real danger, bound to the soil, as they would be by a 
double tie, her destiny would be their destiny.

Mr. Brewer, from the committee on the penitentiary, made 
the following report: 

The committee on the Penitentiary deems it useless to enter 
into detail upon all the facts pertaining thereto, as most of them 
may be obtained from the report of the Inspectors to the Gov¬ 
ernor; neither do they feel it necessary to relate all the defects 
pertaining to the building, etc., as the same has been often done 
by committees and the executive; suffice it to say, that not 
withstanding time is said to cure all evils, in their recent visit 
they found it had failed to remedy those complained of by the 
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committee in their report to the House at the last session. There 
is still the same want of space for the deposit of materials for 
manufacture ; for shops in which these materials are to be con¬ 
verted into articles of usefulness, and for the free circulation of 
the pure air of heaven, so necessary in the preservation of 
health. The number of convicts has increased, and are still do¬ 
ing so, while the cells remain the same in number, and there is 
now a deficiency of sixteen ; yet the law is, that each convict 
shall be separately confined at night, and no discretion is given 
to the lessee, but he is required to receive all that are sent. 

The present lessee, Dr. A. Burrows, has given the State a 
much better contract than it has hitherto had. He is discharg¬ 
ing the duties which have devolved upon him in a manner that 
reflects honor upon his skill, enterprise, and humanity. Ham¬ 
pered, however, as he is by the narrow walls of the prison, he 
can neither make the institution profitable to himself or the 
State. If it were properly enlarged, the State would doubtless 
derive a much greater revenue therefrom than at present; for 
space being afforded of successfully employing the operatives, 
men of enterprise would vie with each other in the effort to se¬ 
cure it as a place for manufacturing. 

The committee of the last session portrayed in strong colors 
the condition ot those unfortunate females, who had imbued 
their hands in crime, and in expiation of the offence had been 
interred within that living grave ! Yet dismal as was the pic¬ 
ture, the reality was more revolting ! There were seven women 
immured in two small cells, from which their feet are not per¬ 
mitted to wander day or night: and this is the accommodation 
Alabama has prepared for her erring daughters, dictated by a* 
humane policy. ’Tis the foulest blotch upon her otherwise fair 
escutcheon! Your committee ask, in the revered name of 
woman.—mother—that it be so no longer. 

It is the opinion of a majority of the commtttee, in view of 
the iact that an enlargement of the walls must necessarily soon 
take place, and that the work would cost at least fifty thousand 
dollars, if let out to contractors, that after tfie present lease ex¬ 
pires the State resume the control of the Penitentiary, and by 
her convict labor make the said improvements at less cost. 

Though not friends of the system, the committee find it fast¬ 
ened upon them as the policy of the State, and seeing no practi¬ 
cable means of relieving ourselves therefrom, urge upon the 
General Assembly the necessity of speedily erecting a greater 
number of cells, and to this end report a bill.

cent, fund and its interest for the following reasons: 

1st. Because the allegation in the first section of said bill that 
the sum of eight hundred and fifty-eight thousand four hundred 
and ninety-eight dollars is due, as principal and interest from 
the State to the three per cent, fund, is, in point of fact, untrue. 

2d. Because the principal portion of said sum so alleged to 
be due, consists of interest when the State is, in the opinion of 
the undersigned, not bound, either in law, equity, or conscience, 
to pay interest on said sum, or any part thereof. 

3d. Because interest is not only calculated upon that portion 
of said fund alleged to have been used by the State, but also 
upon what is conceded to have been always kept specially sub* 
ject to the uses for which said fund was created, as will more 
fully appear from the following letter from the State Treasurer: 

Treasurer's Oefice, ) 
Montgomery, Ala., Feb. 6, 1860.) 

Sir :—In answer to your inquiries in reference to the three 
per cent fund, I have to state that all receipts for the credit of 
this fund since the 27th January, 1848, amounting to the sum 
of $147,445.40, have been held subject alone to warrants drawn 
specifically upon it; that no portion of the said amount (of 
$147,445.40) has been paid over to the commissioner and trus¬ 
tee for the use of the State, or been used for any other purpose 
than to pay warrants for appropriations, made tor purposes of 
internal improvement or railroad surveys, and that the same 
has been held for payment of warrants for this purpose, and no 
other.

Because said appropriation of interest not warranted by 
law, usage, or equity, can be justly regarded in no other light 
than as aid by the State to the several railroad companies, who 
are its beneficiaries, and an ultimate donation to a piivate stock 
company; and because nearly all the undersigned are opposed 
to State aid on principle, while all of them concur in condemn¬ 
ing a measure by which it is in their judgment indirectly ob¬ 
tained by means of an unfounded claim.

of corporations. 

7th. Because the exigencies of the times and the possible, if 
not probable, contingencies of the future, render the present a 
most unpropitious time for the wholesale depletion of the treas¬ 
ury, which must follow the passage of the bill. 

For these and other reasons which might be enumerated, the 
undersigned do herby most solemnly protest against the passage 
of said bill, and respectfully request that this their protest be 
spread upon the journal of the Senate.

Gentlemen of the Senate: 

A bill wnicli originated in the Senate, entitled “ A bill to be 
entitled an act to incorporate the Tuscaloosa Insurance com¬ 
pany, 77 is herewith returned without my approval. It is always 
a source of regret with me to be compelled to refuse my assent 
to an act of the Legislature; but when my sense of duty re¬ 
quires it, I cannot hesitate to do so. 

The bill under consideration, gives to the Tuscaloosa Insu¬ 
rance company “ all the privileges, rights, immunities and pow¬ 
ers of the Tuskegee Insurance company. 77 In order to ascertain 
what they are, it is necessary to refer to the act incorporating 
said company. The fifth section of said act, among other 
things, provides that said company “ shall have power to borrow 
money and issue bonds therefor; to invest its money and property 
in any thing,and in any manner which would be lawful for a citizen 
to invest money or property in, and the said property and secu¬ 
rities to sell and transfer at pleasure. It may loan its money or 
property to any person or persons, or corporation, on any secu¬ 
rity which it may think proper. The said corporation shall 
have power to purchase, discount and sell bills of exchange and 
promissory notes; to receive on deposit for collection promissory 
notes and bills of exchange, 77 &c. 

It will be seen upon examination, that the Tuskegee Insu¬ 
rance company has all the essential rights and powers of a 
regularly chartered banking company, except the power to issue 
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its own notes or bills. Under this charter the company can 
borrow money without limit from the banks of other States, 
and put the same in circulation without being compelled to re¬ 
deem a single dollar. The Tuskegee Insurance company has 
exercised this power to a heavy extent, as all other institutions 
with similar powers can do. 

If this sort of legislation is to become the policy of the State, 
we shall have a multitude of quasi irresponsible banking insti¬ 
tutions that will inundate Alabama with an inflated depreciated 
foreign currency, without security or indemnity to the bill 
holders. Just in proportion as the foreign currency is intro¬ 
duced into the State, will our own currency, which is secured 
in the hands of the people so far as the law can do so, be driven 
from circulation. 

It is one of the highest duties of the law making power to 
guard and protect the people of the State against a depreciated 
and spurious paper currency. This, and all other acts of incor¬ 
poration with similar powers, instead of providing these guards 
and securities, have the contrary tendency, and leave the peo¬ 
ple to the mercy of a speculating set of foreign banks, who 
either cannot or dare not put their paper in circulation in their 
own State to the extent they desire. Hence they seek, through 
corporations in Alabama, to put their notes in circulation, and 
thus impose upon our people paper money which they are un¬ 
able to impose upon their own. This they can do, because those 
who circulate it here are not required to redeem it, and it may 
not return to the banks for years. 

The framers of our Constitution endeavored to guard against 
an excess of paper money and a depreciated paper currency, by 
providing that there should not be more than one bank char¬ 
tered at any one session of the Legislature. But if insurance 
companies, with the powers contained in the bill under consid¬ 
eration, are to be established throughout the State, all the safe¬ 
guards contained in the Constitution will be evaded and broken 
down, and the State flooded with a depreciated paper circula¬ 
tion. 

There are various other reasons that might be suggested why 
this and other bills of a similar character should not become 
laws ; but the great pressure of business forbids it.

treasury on account of said fund, and to a far greater amount 
than the payments on account of said fund can ever reach, be¬ 
lieves that the whole of said fund is now, in equity, good morals 
and good conscience, the property of the State, earned by the 
toil and sweat of her citizens honestly expended, the second time , 
after having been originally purchased for thrice its value , and 
ought now to go to relieve them from their burdensome taxes, 
instead of being given away to a private railroad corporation, 
under a false pretence of right. Wherefore he asks that this 
his additional protest against the passage of the three per cent, 
bill may be put upon the journal.
